The hottest region on the earth's sur- 


face is on the southwestern 
coast of 
Persia, on the border of the Persian 
gulf. 
For 40 consecutive 
days in the 


months of July and. August the mer- 
cury bas been known to stand above 
100 degrees inthe shade night and day 
and to run up as high as 130 degrees 
in the middleof the afternoon. 
E At Bahrein, inthe center of the most 
torrid belt as though it were nature's 
Intention to make tbe place as unbear- 
able as possible, 
water from wells is 


something unknown. Great shafts have 
been 
sunk to;a depth of 100, 200, 300 
aud even 500 feet, but always with the 
same 
result —no water. 
This serious 


drawback notwithstanding, a compara- 
tively numerous' population 
contrives 
to livethere, thanks to copious springs 
which burst forth from the bottom of 
the gulf more than a mile from the 
shore. 
. 
. 


• The. water from these springs is ob- 
tained ;in a' most jcurious "and "novel 
manner. "Machadores" (divers), whose 
sole occupation 
is that of furnishing 


tho people of Bahrein with the lifegiv- 
ing fluid, repair to that portion of the 
gulf where the springs are situated and 
bring away with them hundreds 
"of 


ba^s full.of the water each day. The 
water of the gulf where the springs 
burst forth is nearly 200 feet deep, but 
these 
macbadores 
manage 
to fill their 


goatskin sacks by diving to the bottom 
and holding the mouths 
of the bags 


over the fountain jets—this, too, with- 
out allowing tbe salt water of tbe gulf 
to mix withit 


Tho source of these submarine 
foun- 


tains is thought 
to be In the hills of 


Osmond 400 and 500 miles away. 
Be- 
ing situated at the bottom of the gulf, 
it Is a mystery 
how they 
were ever 


discovered, 
but the fact remains 
that 


they have been known since the dawn 
of history.'

trayed of colossal size and is so paint- 
ed at the entrance of most Spanish 
ca- 


thedrals 
that all may see him. None of 


tho many carved 
figures of this saint 


approaches In size one which was re- 
moved from Notre Dame at Paris in 
1755.

est point of laud In the vicinity of the 
camp,

getting as 
near 
to the 


Great Spirit as itIs possible to do while 
on earth. 
On the way he gathers up a 
littlesoil, a stray leaf, some old tobacco 
quids, a dead fly or bug or two—iv fact 
anything which may be deemed refuse, 
for he is about to convey to the Great 
Spirit that be has cleansed his person 
and that all things unclean have gone 
from him. 


I At a signal from the chief or the 
medicine man a section 
of the tent is 


torn away, and with a heave 
and a 


whoop all the bucks make pclliucll for 
the water. 
A run and a jump, and in 


they go. ItIs just as much sport for 
the oldest warrior as for the boy who 
bas not yet won his war bonnet. 
Once 


more on land, tbe Indian, having per- 
formed a duty he owes to himself and 
his neighbor. 
Is ready to "make medi- 


cine." 
This Is always done after the 


"medicine 
sweat"—ln fact it is part 


and parcel of the ceremony, for it is 
regarded as a ceremony. 


When 
they are all ready, 
blankets, 


skins and canvas are thrown over tbe 
framework until the tout Is,almost 
air- 


tight, two or three buckets 
of water 


are passed In and thrown upon tho hot 
stones 
and the "medicine sweat" be- 


gins. 
The moment the steam begins to 


rise the Indians begin a chant, 
which 


Is kept up without interruption until 
the sweat 
Is over. 
Packed 
together, 


enveloped in steam 
so thick that none 


can see his neighbor, 
the Indians sit, 


singing, and perspiring for an hour or 
more. 
'Not an 
Indian 
moves. 
He 


neither can nor wants to. 


jJust within the framework 
thore Is a 


bedding of straw about two feet wide, 
and in the center of tbe tent there is a 
whole In the ground about three feet in 
"diameter 
and 
three 
feet deep. 
There 


are no steam vents or.pipes, no marble 
slabs, no rubbers and no sheets. 
When 


the Indian Is ready for his ''medicine 
sweat" a number of stones or rocks 
are heated 
to almost 
white heat and 


dumped Into the hole iv the ground. 
Then tbe red men, 20 or 23 of them. In 
a costume even scantier than Adam's 
after tbe fall, range 
themselves 
upon 


the straw. 
They sit mummy 
fashion, 


their chins on their knees 
and 
their 


arms 
around 
their shins, 
packed 
so 


close together that even if they would 
they could not move. 


;Ou their arrival, even before 
they 


raised their topee poles, they erected a 
"meijtrlne sweat" tent. The framework 
of this tent is of hoop poles so trained 
that it'Is about nine feet in diameter, 
four feet high, flat topped aud almost 
circular In form. 


The term Turkish bath Is unknown 


to the Indian. 
He calls that method of 


ablution a "medicine sweat." 
Itis to 


him a rite both physical and spiritual, 
for he cleanses 
his person 
and 
then 


"makes medicine" to his Great Spirit 
That the rite Is religiously observed 
was shown by a band of Brulc Sioux 
Indians, 
who made a journey across 


the continent to tljeeast and 
went Into 


encampment 
In, to them, a strange 


land. 


By the avidity and frequency 
with 


which the Indian Indulges Inhis home- 
made Turkish bath he proves the fal- 
lacy of this belief:and shows tli:it~be, 
as well as his white brother, can live 
up to the precept "Cleanliness Is next 
to godliness," only In the practice the 
Indian puts cleanliness 
first.

Inorder tobe able to live tbe route out 
he sent them for all there wns in them, 
with the result that he arrived at Mid- 
way, after bavlng ridden 280 mlh-s. In

from the time be had left 


there.

watch and a certificate of bis remark- 
able 
performance.

frontiersmen now living knew Moore, 
knew of his 280 mile ride In 22 hours 
and have seen the watch and certlfl- 
rtite.-Spirit of the Times. 


Upon the occasion of which Iam to 
speak Moore's route partner had been 
ailing, and Moore was anticipating and 
dreading that he might have to double 
the route. 
Inthis anticipation he real- 
ized that there is a time limitto endur- 
ance, and therefore he gave the bron- 
chos a little more of the steel than 
usual and made the trip to Julesburg 
In11hours. 
Arriving at Julesburg, he 
had his fears confirmed. 
His partner 
was In bed. 
He had hoped that he 
might have a few hours for rest, but 
before he had time to dismount and 
stretch bis cramped and tired muscles 
the "coyote yell" of the east going rid- 
er was heard. 


In tbe early sixties Moore was a pony 


express 
rider. 
His route 
was 
from 


Midway station, 
half 
way between 
Fort Kearney and Coltonwood Springs, 
to Julesburg, a distance of 140 miles. 
Moore rode the round trip of 280 miles 
once a week. The stations 
were from 


10 to 14 miles apart, and a fresh horso 
of Spanish blood was obtained at each 
station. There was littledelay In these 
changes ofhorses, as the rider gave the 
"coyote yell" half a mile away, and, 
day or night, the station men had the 
pony ready, so that the rider had only 
to dismount from one horse and mount 
the other, and witha dig of tbe spurs 
he was on a run again. 
This ride of 


140 miles usually was made In12 hours. 
On each route there were two express 
riders, one going each way. As easy as 
it may seem to some for a man to be- 
stride fresh horse after horse for 140 
miles, there 
were few men able to 
stand up to It 


- Tbe ride of Jim Moore, a noted fron- 
tiersman of tbe pioneer days, is also 
worthy of mention. Moore was a man 
of almost perfect physique. 
In fact, by 


military standards 
be 
was a model. 


He welgbed 100 pounds, stood 5 feet 10 
Inches, straight as an arrow, with good 
neck well set on his shoulders, 
small 


waist, but good loins, and bad tbe limbs 
of a thoroughbred. 
No 
finer looking 


man physically 
ever rode 
a broncho 


than Jim Moore. He could run like an 
Indian, was as active as a panther, tbe 
best natured man In the world, but as 
courageous as a lion. 


IAfterbeing carried Intoa roomIn the 
old hotel at Independence 
Aubrey lay 


for 48 hours Ina dead stupor before he 
came to bis. senses." 
He would never 


have recovered 
from the shock had It 


not been fob bis wonderful 
constitu- 


tion. 
Tbe 
feat was unanimously 
re- 


garded by western men as tbe greatest 
exhibition of strength and endurance 
ever knownon the plains. 


!On a wager of $1,000 be undertook 
to ride alone from Santa 
Fe to Inde- 


pendence 
inside of six days. 
It was 


without a thought of fear that he un- 
dertook tbe terrible feat. Itwas to be 
the supreme 
effort of his life, and be 


sent halfa dozen of the swiftest horses 
ahead, 
to be 
stationed 
at different 


points for use in tbe ride. 
He left 


Santa Fe in a sweeping 
gallop, and 


that was the pace kept up during near- 
ly every hour of the time until he fell 
fainting from his foam covered horse 
In the square 
at Independence. 
No 


man could keep up withthe rider, and 
he would have killed every horse In 
tbe west rather than have failed In the 
undertaking. 
Ittook him Just 5 days 


and 19 hours to perform tbe feat, .and 
it cost the lives of several of bis best 
horses. 


iThe greatest 
physical 
achievement 


ever accomplished Inthis country was 
the ride of F. X. Aubrey 
from the 


plaza of Santa Fe, N. M.t to the Pub- 
licsquare at Independence, 
Mo., a dis- 


tance of nearly 800 miles, through a 
country Inhabited by warlikeIndians, 
a large part of which was then a san- 
dy desert. 
It was about the 
year 


1851 that Aubrey gave his wonderful 
test of human endurance, before which 
all other

He was a short, 


heavy set man, 38 years of age, in the 
prime of manhood and strength.

Untilthis year no statute had been 


passed 
by the state forbidding their, 


intermarriage withthe whites, and yet' 
during their long residence but few. 
intermarriages have taken place and 
the 
offspring has 
been 
invariably 


degenerate. 
Itis wellestablished that 


the issue of the Caucasian 
and 
the 
Mongolian does not possess the virtues 
of either, but develops 
the vices of 
both: 
So physical assimilation is out - 


of the question. 
Itis wellknown that the vast major- 
ityof Chinese do not bring their wives 
with themintheirimmigration because 
of their purpose to return to their na- 
tiveland when a competency is earned. 
Theirpractical status amongst 
us has 


been that ofsingle men competing 
at 


low wages against not only men of their, 
own race,, but men who have been 
brought up by our civilizationtofamily 
life and civic duty. 
They pay little 


taxes, they support no institutions— 


neither school, church nor theatre — 


they remain steadfastly, after all these 
years, a permanently 
foreign element. : 


The purpose, 
no doubt, 
for enacting 


the exclusion laws for periods of ten 
years is due to the intention of con- 
gress of observing the progress of these 
people 
under 
American institutions, 


and now it has been clearly demon- 
strated that they cannot, for the deep 
and inoradicable 
reasons 
of race and 


mental 
organization, 
assimilate 
with 


our own people and be molded as are 
other races Into strong and composite 
American stock. . 


CHINESE ARE NOT ASSIMILATIVE. 


The effects of Chinese exclusion have 


been most advantageous 
to the state. 


The 75,000 
Chinese 
residents 
of Cali- 
fornia, in1880, have been reduced, 
ac- 
cording to the last census, 
to 45,000; 


and whereas, the white settlement of 
California by Caucasians 
had been ar- 


rested prior to the adoption of these 
laws! a healthy growth of the state in 
population has marked the progress of 
recent years. 
Every material interest 


of the state has advanced, 
and pros- 
perity has been our portion. 
Were 
the restriction laws relaxed, 
we are 


convinced that our working population 
would be 
displaced, 
and 
the noble 
structure of our state, the creation of 
American ideas and industry, wouldbe 
imperiled, ifnot destroyed. 
The lapse 
of time has only confirmed your 'me- 
morialists in their conviction, 
from 
their knowledge derived from actually, 
coming in contact with the Chinese, 
that they are a 


~non-assimilative 
race, 


and by, every standard 
of American 
thought, undesirable as citizens. 
Al- 
though they have been frequently em- 
ployed and treated withdecent consid- 
eration ever since the enactment of the 
exclusion law in 1882, 
which was the 


culmination and satisfaction of Cali- 
fornia's patriotic purpose, 
they have 


not In any sense altered their racial 
characteristics, and have not socially 
or otherwise 
assimilated 
with our 
people. 


EFFECTS OF THE GEARY ACT. 


Soon 
after the negotiation of the 
Burlingame treaty in 1868, large num- - 
bars of Chinese 
coolies were brought 
to this country under contract. \ Their 
\u0084 
numbers so increased that in 1878 .the 
people of the state made a practically 
unanimous demand for the restriction 
ofimmigration. | Our whitepopulation 
suffered inevery department of labor 
and trado, having innumerous instanc- | 
es been driven out of. employment by 
the competition of the Chinese. 
The 
progress of the state was arrested 
be- 
cause so longas the field-was occupied 1 
by Chinese a new and desirable immi- 
gration was impossible. 
Aftera bitter 
struggle remedial legislation was pass- 
ed in1882, 


• and 
was renewed in 1892, 
and by treaty withChina in 1894, the 
Chinese 
exclusion 
became, 
with the , 
consent of China, apparently, the set- 
tled policy of thiscountry. 
These laws 
were torun for a period of ten years. 
Your memorialists, inview of the fact 
that the present 
so-called 
Geary law 
expires by limitationon May sth next, 
and learning that you have been peti- 
tioned against Its re-enactment, believe 
that itIs necessary for them to repeat 
and toreaffirm the reasons 
which, in 
their judgment, 
require the re-enact- 
ment and the continued enforcement of 
tho law. 


WHEN CHINESE FLOCKED IN. 


1 Pursuant to call officially issued by 
the city of San Francisco, 
there as- 


sembled at the city of San Francisco, 
on the 21st day of November, 1901, for 
the purpose of expressing 
the senti- 
ments of the state of California, a con- 
vention composed of representatives

commercial and civic organizations, 
to 
the number ofmore than one thousand, 
and withoutdissent It was resolved

memorialize the president and the con- 
gross of the United States as follows:

A.:Hutton of the Dixon Tribune in his" 
action against Guy It.Shirley ofVallojo 
to collect five dollars due on a' political 
announcement 
published 
during 
the 


campaign of 1900. 
In his opinion the 
judge says it would seem that the con- 
tention ofShirley that the action should 
have been 
commenced in the justice 


court at Vallejo instead of at Dixon. 
Defendant 
was a candidate 
for state 
seuator at the last electisn, and a repre- 
sentative of the Tribune visited him in 
Vallojoand solicod his card and he gave 
the order. 
Hutton testified to mailing 


a billfor ihe cost of the card on the 
Friday 
preceding 
the 
election, 
and 
Shirley claims not to have' received it 
until after November 16th, or more 
than ton days after tho election, which 
is by terms of the Purity of Election 
laws tho limitof time within which all 
election accounts 
must be paid. Suit 


was fi.v.ialjpjxon and judgment 
given 


for plaintiff, defense being that the bill 
could not bo paid without an infringe- 
mont of tho law, and that the Di,xon 
court had no jurisdiction. 
The case 


was appealed 
to the superior 
court. 
Hutton did not know his bill was not 
to be paid untilhe saw it was not in- 
cludod in Shirley's 
election account, 


after tho timelimithad 


\u25a0 expired. 
Col- 


lection was attempted 
through 
bank 


drafts and Well Fargo 
collection, and 


in each 
case, the defendant 
said he 


would writeplaintiff, but nover did so. 
Shirley admits ordering the card, and 
that had he paid the billhis expenses 
would have reached the limit allowed 
by law. 
Judge Buckles in his opinion, 


says that the billcould not be paid 
after November 16, 1900, without Shir- 
ley comu.n,.i..- 
.i misdomoanor, 
but 
that eithor party could have ] received 
a permit from tho superior court for

paymont, 
and that at any time 
withinthe lifeof tho claim hois willing 
to issue an order or a permit for the 
payment, the legality of tho claim be- 
ing established.

missed withoutprejudice.

docs not regard our attitude as an un- 
friendly act. 
Indeed, 
our legislation 


has been confirmed by treaty,' 
Nor 
aro the Chineso unappreciative 
of the 
friendship of the United States recently 
displayed in saving possibly thoempire 
itselffrom dismemberment. 
So, there- 
fore, America is at no disadvantage 
in 
its commercial dealings with China on 
account of the domestic policy of Chi- 
nese exclusion. •

CHINESE NOT. OVER- 


A proposition is before the super- 


visors to build a new 
iron bridge 


across Sutter creek in the town of 
Sutter Creek. 
A petition willalso 


be presented, 
aski'i;the board to 


call an 
election 
to determine 
the 


question 
of incorporating 
Sutter 


Creek as a city of the sixth class, 
Ifthe incorporation carries it will 
withdraw that town from participa- 
tion in the cost of maintaining the 
roads outside the limits of that town. 
It will at the 
same time, impose 


upon the incorporation 
the duty of 


lookingafter all roads 
and bridges 


within the city limits. Now, as this 
proposed new bridge is within the 
heart of the town, if incorporation 
succeeds, it willtake the bridge out 
of the jurisdiction of the board 
of 


supervisors. 
It would hardly be 


fair to ask 
the county to build a 


costly structure within the town of 
Sutter Creek before this incorpora- 
tion question 
is settled. 
If the 


proposition 
is defeated, 
of course 


the county willbuild the bridge. If 
itcarries, however, itshould be left 
for the town to take care of out of 
its city treasury. 
It seems 
to us 


the board of supervisors 
in justice 


to allparties might postpone definite 
action on the bridge-building project 
until the incorporation issue is set- 
tled. 
Whether itcarries or not the 


county as a whole willhave to bear 
the costs of the election and other 
expenses 
incurred. 
We 
cannot 


avoid this. But there is no necessity 
for rushing the bridge while the in- 
corporation question is unsettled.

necessary 
and advisable 
to secure 
all possible protection from the evils 
herein set forth. 


Whereas, 
we recognize inthe char- 
acter and rapidly increasing 
num- 
bers of Japanese 
and other Asiatic 
immigrants a menace 
to the iudus- 
trialinterests of oisr people; and 
Whereas, 
we believe that the time 
has arrived when cognizance 
should 
be taken of this condition :therefore 
be it 


There 
was a spirited debate 
in 


the committee 
on resolutions 
ap- 


pointed by the Chinese exclusion con- 
vention on the question of including 
the Japanese as wellas the Chinese in 
the reanactment of the exclusion law. 
There was no division of sentiment 
as to the desirability of barring the 
Japanese. 
The 
only 
debateable 


ground was as to the expediency of 
such a demand 
at this time. 
The 


delegates from the labor unions were 
instructed to take strong grounds 
for their exclusion. 
It was feared, 


however, that byasking 
too much, 


California might endanger

cess of the whole movement.

law

OUR CIVILIZATIONISINVOLVED. 
But this is not alone a race, labor 
and politicalquestion. Itis one which 
involves our civilization and interests 
the people of the world. 
The bene- 
factors, 
scholars, 
soldiers aud states- 
men—the patriots and martyrs ofman- 
kind—have buildod our modern fabric 
firmlyupon the foundation of religion, 
law, science, 
and art. It has 
been 
rescued from barbarism and 
protected 
against 
the incursions 
of barbarians. 
Civilization in Europe has beon 
fre- 
quently attacked and imperiled by the 
barbaric hordes of Asia. Iftho little 
band of Greeks at Marathon had not 
beaten back ten times their number of 
Asiatic invaders itis impossible to esti- 
mate the loss to civilizationthat would 
have ensued. 
When 
we contemplate 


what modern civilization owes to the 
two centuries 
of Athenian life, from 
which we first learned 
our lessons 
of 
civiland intellectual freedom, 
wo can 
see how necessary it was to keep the 
Asiatic from breaking into Europe. 
Attilaand his Asiatic hordes threaten- 
ed Central 
Europe, 
when the Gauls 
made 
their successful 
stand 
against 


them. 
Tho wave of Asiatic barbarism 


The 
experience 
of the south with 
slave labor warned us against unlimited 
Chinese immigration, considered 
both 
as a race question and as an economic 
problem. 
Tho Chinese, if permitted 
freely to enter 
this country, 
would 
create race antagonism 
which would 
ultimately result in great 
public dis- 
turbance. 
The Caucasians 
will not 
tolerate the Mongolian. 
As ultimately 
all government 
is based on physical 
force, 
the white population of 
this 
country would not, without resistance, 
suffer itself to be destroyed. 
If we were to return to the ante- 
bellum ideas of the south, now happily 
discarded, 
the Chinese 
would satisfy 
every requirement of a slave or servile 
class. 
They work well, they are docile, 
and they would not be concerned about 
their politicalconditions, but such sug- 
gestions are repulsive to American civi- 
lization. 
America has 
dignified work 
and mado ithonorable. Manhood gives 
title torights, and the government be- 
ing ruled by majorities is largely con- 
trolled by the very class 
which servile 
labor 
would supersede, 
namely, 
the 
free and independent 
workingmen of 
America. 
The politicalpower invested 
inmen by this government 
shows 
the 
absolute necessity 
of keeping 
up the 
standard of population and not permit- 
ting itto deteriorate 
by contact 
with 
inferior and non-assimilative races. 


EXPERIENCE WITH SLAVE LABOR. 


The 
Chinese are only 
capable- of 
working under 
the present 
unsatis- 
factory system. 
Allprogress 
then to 
an improved organization 
of capital 
and labor 
would 
be arrested. 
Wo 
might have greater growth, but never 
greater development. It was estimat- 
ed by the commissioner of labor that 
there were a million idle men in the 
United States in 1886. 
Certainly the 
76,000 
Chinese 
in California at that 
time stood foi*76,000 white men 
wait- 
ing for employment, 
and the further 
influx of Chinese in any considerable 
numbers 
would precipitate the same 
condition again, ifnot indeed make it 
chronic. 
Ifthe United States increases 
inpopulation at the rate of 12 per cent 
per decade it willhave nearly 
230,000,- 


000 of people in one. hundred_y ears. 
Our inventive genius and the constant 
improvements being made inmachinery 
will greatly increase our per 
capita 
productive capacity. 
Ifitbe our only 
aim to increase our wealth 'as 
to hold 
our own in the markets of the world, 
are we not, withoutthe aid of Chinese 
coolies, capable of doing it;and at the 
same time preserve 
the character 
of 
our population 
and insure 
tho 
per- 
petuity of our institutions? It is not 
wealth at any cost that sound public 
policy requires, but that the country 
be developed withequal pace and with 
a desirable population which stands not 
only for industry, but for citizenship. 
ANSWER TO OPPONENTS OP EXCLUS- 


ION. 
In their appeal 
to the cupidity of 
farmers and orchardists the proponents 
of Chinese _immigration have stated 
that the Chineso are only common la- 
borers,' and by this kind of argument 
they 
have attempted 
to disarm the 
skilled 
labor 
organizations 
of 
the 
country; but wehave shown you that 
the Chinese are skilled and are capable 
of becoming skilled. 
As agriculturists 
they have crowded out the native pop- 
ulation and driven the country 
boy 
from the farm to the city, where he 
meets theirskilledcompetition inmany 
branches of industry, but shall hus- 
bandry be abandoned to a servile class? 
Shall the boys and girls of the fields 
and of the orchards be deprived oftheir 
legitimate work in the harvest? 
Shall 
not our farmers be compelled tolook to 
their own households 
and to their 
own neighbors' 
for labor? 
Shall the 
easy methods of contract 
employment 


be fostered? 
We are warned by his- 
tory that the free population of Rome 
was driven by felave labor from the 
country into the city, where they be- 
came a mob and a rabble, ultimately 
compassing 
the downfall of the re- 
public. 
The small farms were destroy- 
ed, and under an overseer large farms 
were cultivated, which ledPliny to re- 
mark that "great estates ruined Italy." 


The increasing recurrence of strikes 
inmodern times must have convinced 
every one that their recent 
settlement 
is nothing more than a truce. Itis not 
a permanent 
industrial 
peace. 
Tho 
new organization of capital and labor 
that is now necessary 
to bring about 
lasting peace 
and harmony between 
those 
engaged in production will re- 
quire greater sympathy, greater trust 
and confidence, and a cloaror mutual 
understanding 
between tho employers 


and the employed. 
Any such new or- 
ganization willrequire a closer union to 
be formed between them. 
These re- 
quirements can never be fulfilled be- 
tween the individuals of races 
so alien 
to one another 
as ourselves and the 
Chinese.

hoarding their wages for use Jin their 
native land, -whither they invariably 
return, cannot in any sense 
be regard- 


ed as consumers. 
Their earnings 
do 


not circulate, norare they reinvested— 
contrary to those economic laws which 
make 
for the prosperity 
of nations. 
For their services they may be said to 
be paid twice: First by their employer 
and then by the community. 
If we 
must 
have protection, 
is it not far 
better forus toprotect ourselves against 
the man than against 
his trade? 
Our 
opponents maintain that tho admission 
of the Chinese would cause an enlarge- 
ment 
of our 
nntional 
wealth and a 
great increase of -production, but the 
distribution of wealth, not its produc- 
tion, is to-day our most serious public 
question. .In this age of science and in- 
vention, the production of wealth can 
wellbe leftto take care ofitself. It is 
its equitable distribution that must now 
be the concern of the country.

Ifthis predominance of silver 
continues, the county willhave to pro- 
vide an additional safe or replace the 
present one with a safe of larger di- 
mensions.

thing. The banks 
find 


siiver so plentiful that itis necessary to 
make an extra charge .for cashing 
checks 
with gold. 
The superabund- 


ance of the bulky coinage is caused ina 
great measure by. the govornment pay- 
ing the expressage 
from the sub-treas- 


ury to any pointinorder to get silver 
into circulation. 
The 
government 


vaults are suffering from a plethora of 
silver in comparison with gold, and 
adopt this method of abating the nuis- 
ance. 
The result Is the silver riuisance 


is scattered over the country districts, 
wherever a large number of employes 
are paid off monthly incoin. 
Much of 


this surplus silver finds its way back to 
the government 
vaults through 
the 


postoffices. 
When a person 
wants a 


money order, he willnaturally pay for 
the same insilver rather than gold.

\u25a0 The worst accident that has happen- 
ed on the Amador Branch railroad for 
a loug time occurred 
last 
Monday 


afternoon. 
The wrecked train consist- 


ed of an engine and several freight cars. 
The train was making the down trip 
from lone to Gait, and the accident oc- 
curred about midway between Carbon- 
dale and Clay station,' 
within the 


boundaries ofSacramento county. The 
traffic has increased 
heavily on this 


road of late, and this fact, and also the 
inauguration of the double train ser- 
vice owing to the increased 
traffic, is 


thought to have had somothing 
to do 


with tho disaster. 
The line was for- 


merly laid withiron rails, but foracon- 
siderable distance the iron rails have 
oflate years been 
discarded, 
and re- 


placed withsteel. 
The train was go- 


ingat a speed 
of about 20 miles an 


hour. 
James Mead was the engineer, 


James Devine, fireman, Harry Pock, 
brakeman, and Robert Mack a helper. 
At the point, indicated the rails spread, 
causing the engine and foVward cars to 
leave the track. 
Every effort was 


made by applying the brakes 
to stop 


the trainbefore itreached alowtrestle 
a short distance ahead. 
Bub the mo- 


mentum 'carried 
the 
engine 
onto 


the trestle, from which it toppled ovor, 
carrying 
two freight cars 
with'it. 


The men, says the Stockton Independ- 
ent, went over with the engine, but 
were soon rescued 
from their perilous 


position. 
Fortunately the fall was not 


great enough to break 
the engine to 


such an extent that it would cause the 
scalding steam to escape and burn the 
men. 
Devine seemed 
to be in a very 


bad way. Mack was found to have an 
arm and leg broken and Mead was but 
slightlyinjured. 


Devine had his foot caught, and it 


was inthe effort to extricate his fellow- 
worker that the engineer had his hands 
scalded. 
The passengers also rendered 


all the assistance iv their power. 


Aman was sent to the nearest 
sta- 
tion to telegraph 
for assistance. 
A 
wrecking train was sent out from Sac- 
ramento and made allhaste inreaching 
the 
scene 
of the 
wreck. 
It 
was 


thought that Devine was fatally in- 
jured. 
A carriage was secured and he 


was driven tolone, a distance of about 
twelve miles. 
Later it was learned 


that his injuries were but slight. 
En- 


gineer Mead was severely scalded about 
the hands by the escaping steam. 


The wrecking train on arriving at 


the scene of the accident took Mack 
aboard and ran back to Gait. An en- 
gine and coach was ordered from Lodi 
to carry Mack to Sacramento, 
where 


ho arrived at - an early hour Tuesday 
morning. 
He died in the railroad hos- 


pitalshortly after 8 o'clock the same 
morning.

Mack, 
who 
was 
about 


eighteen 
years 
of 
ago, 
was 
a son 


of 
the well-known teacher 
of this 
county, 
George P. 
Mack, 
formerly 


county 
superintendent of schools. 


His 
father, 
who 
was 
attending 


the teachers' institute at Amador City, 
leftthe institute immediately on hear- 
ing of the accident, 
and drove toward 


Sacramento. 
The news of his son's 


death reached his on the way. 


Miss Devine, daughter of the injured 


fireman, who was also inattendance at 
the teachers' institute, also leftimme- 
diately, and proceeded to her home in 
lone. 


The Independent 
of Nov. 27, gives 


the followingversion of the disaster: 


When the engine had bumped 
along 


the ties and reached 
the trestle, 'the 


engine, tender and one empty oil car 
went offthe embankment. 


The engine rolled down into the cut 


and the tender, filled with coal, rode 
along and went on top of the engine, 
finallylanding directly over the loco- 
motive. The train broke in two just 
as the engine went off the trestle, and 
the oilcar made a dive for the hole in 
the ground on the- other side of the 
trestle and landed in thebig ditch. The 
other cars remained on the ties, but 
went bumping along the track forsome 
distance before the air brakes 
got to 


work to check the speod, and then the 
break was made by-which the train 
was divided. 


When the engine went down over the 


trestle, the fireman and engineer stuck 
to their places and went down under 
the big mass of iron in the cab, 
which 


fortunately was not smashed, and made 
them a safe protection.
